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ROME, Sept. 3.—Cardinal Delia Chiesa has been elected pope and will assume the 


name Benedict XV. 


Cardinal Giacono Delia Chiesa, who was today elected pope by the sacred college, 


in succession to Pius X, who died Aug. 20, was created a cardinal May 25, .19.14. 
He 


is the archbishop of Bologna, Italy. 


• 
He was born at Pegli in the diocese of Genes, Nov. 21, 1854, and was ordained a priest 


December 21, 1878. He served as secretary of Nunciature in Spain from 1883 to 1887 
in'which year he was appointed secretary to the late Cardinal Rampolla. 


He was appointed substitute secretary of state in 1901 and in 1907. he was elected 


to the post of adviser to the Holy office. 


In 1907 he was appointed papal nuncio of Madrid in succession to Mgr. Rinaldini 


but this appointment was cancelled three days later. 
This incident had occurred just 


before he was made archbishop of Bologna. 
When Mgr. Delia Chiesa was given this 


post it was declared in Rome that it was mainly with the object of combatting modern 
religious ideas, Bologna being the headquarters of the National democratic league, of 
socialistic tendencies, whose members advocated what is known as "modernism" in 
religion. 


It has been 174 years since the last Pope Benedict held the chair of Peter. On his 


electiop .'to the papacy in 1740 Cardinal Prospero Lambertine assumed that title. 


It is an interesting fact that the new pope was Archbishop of Bologna while Pope 


Benedict XIV 'was born in Bologna. 


According to a despatch from Rome at 2.50 yesterday afternoon and received here 


early today, the While Star-liner Canopic bearing Cardinals Gibbons and O'Connell to 
Rome was not due at Naples until tomorrow. Therefore, it is probable that neither of these 
two American cardinals participated in the.election of the new pope.

Sherman law, which will complete the

Seven republican senators, Brady. 


Ciapp, Cummins, Kenyon, Jones. Nor- 
ris and Perkins, and Senator Poindcx- 
ter. progressive, voted for the bill. 


The. bill was amended by the senate 


in many particulars and will be sent 
to conference, where the. federal trade 
commission bill—first of the anti-trust 
measures—still is under 
consideration. 


Reports on both measures are hoped 
for within two weefcs.

The bill provides fines and imprison- 


ment for officers of corporations con- 
victed of offenses against 
the • trust 


laws; prohibits exclusive and 
t Icing 


contracts which restrict independence 
of purchasers; prohibits holding com- 
panies where their effect is to lessen 
competition or create 
monopoly, and 


makes illegal, two years after the pas- 
snpe of the act. interlocking director- 
ates in competing 
corporations, 
any 


one of which lias capital of more than 
Sl.000.000. 


It also forbids the 
interlocking of 


railroad directors 
with 
corporations 


dealing in securities, railroad supplies 
or contracts, ;ind legalizing procedure 
ia injunction and contempt cases. 


Sections of the house bill relating to 


price discrimination and unfair com- 
petition were stricken out in the sen- 
ate. 


Labor, agricultural and horticultural 


organizations not conducted for profit 
are exempted from the provisions re- 
lating to monopoly.

America will now come to this country and this should compensate in 
a very larpe degree for the loss of (lie export business. 
Of course it 


is true that snme lines of business will lie hit harder than others as a 
result of the war: but there will soon be a revival and a boom that 


•will compensate for the dull period. 
One regrettable, feature nt the 


present tune is the strin^eiuty of (he money market j but that too will 
soon .be remedied by the new currency measure. 


So far as the war is concerned* it may and probably will terminate 


Ujticli sooner than most people expect. 
The slaiemcnt of the German 


cmba^adiir at Washington to the effect "that 
Ihe war is KOJI" and 


that Ins country is ready for peace is not \viihont sippiifieanee. 
Gcminny 


v/culd doubtless make peace at this very hour if the other powers were 
ready to acknowledge defeat. 
This statement indicates that Germany 


does not intend to continue the war until her resources are exhausted 
in a struggle t«i' endurance. 
That leaves the door open to ,1 settlement 


perhaps in the very near future. 


The closing of the; .stock exchanges stopped the flow of money to 


Europe so that although capital is reptinp; for a time it is still on hand 
to finance home enterprises. 


In pursuance of our policy of neutrality, we may refuse to sell food 


stuns directly to belligerent powers but we cannot refuse to sell to Hol- 


land or to Italy and these countries may if they will, sell to tho powers 
ri war. Hence the trade of Kuropc is not entirely cut oil and it is un- 
vise for our manufacturers to assume that there is trouble ahead. The 
vacation season lias been dull, more so perhaps than for several years 
f.aft. but the tide is turning and there will soon be a general resump- 
tion of business activity. 


The fall of securities in Knrope has produced a like fall here and 


hence the slump in the price of bonds and the rise iu the rate of inter- 
est. 
But. we are a self-supporting nation and nothing but unwarranted 


pessimism can cause prostration anywhere. 
Our foreign trade has been 


of slight significance compared with our internal commerce. 
Hence there 


is no reason to assume thai, business will lag in this country because of 


the war. There will be a cessation of the flow of immigration to this 
country and this will insure better wages for (he laborers and domestics, 
the mill operatives and other industrial workers now here. 


In certain republican quarters there is criticism of the democratic 


administration on account of dull times; but this period in which all 
imports are cut on" would seem to have realised the dream of high 
protectionists. 
If business does not boom now then the. theory of high 


protection and the cultivation of the home market must he an absurd 
fallacy. 


There is a splendid opportunity for invenlors and manufacturers to 


brnnch out into new lines, of manufacture (,1ml will supply the demand 
for .the myriad toys and other articles that have been imported in tho 
past with (he label ".Made in Germany." 
There is a suggestion that the 


people of this country have not taken seriously although its effect in 
spreading abroad the fame of our factories would be highly beneficial. 
Germany has made the most, of that slogan and HO the United States 
might increase its commercial prestige first by extending its lines of 
manufacture and second by labeling the products ",M"ade in the U. S. A.," 
to be brief for the "U. S. A." is the national designation of this country 
abroad as appears on all letters addressed to any particular city or state. 


The opening of the Panama, canal is another incentive1 to trade with 


South America. 
The government at Washington is doing its utmost to 


restore business to a normal basis. 
The valorization of cotton will 


prevent, many a crush and the decision to provide insurance for war 
risks

shipping. 
One 
of 
the 
very 
best 


tributes to the stability of business in this country and to our self-sus- 
taining resources is the fact that we escaped a business panic as a re- 
sult of the collapse in securities, the dislocation of business and Ihe 
tiplieaval in the stock markets due to the war. Tho worst, has been 
passed, the tide is turning and soon we shall see not only normal busi- 
ness but. H5 a result of past curtailment and the bumper crops a period 
of great business prosperity.

Science, never were proposed by any 
considerable group of balanced think- 
ers, and—ft is scarcr-ly necessary to 
add—never will be i>ut to tbe test as 
a community regulation. Prof. Bate- 
son is entirely right when he con- 
demns the cattle-like breeding of a 
race from an ideally untainted stock, 
as "devised without regard 
to 
tho 
needs either of individuals or of a 
modern state." 


"Undoubtedly," he argues. "If they 
decide to breed their population in 
one uniform, puritan gray, they can 
(Jo It In a few generations; but 
I 
doubt if timid rcfipoutnlifllty will make 
a nation happy, and I am sure that 
qualities of a different sort are need- 
ed 
if 
it Is to compete with more 
vigorous and morn varied communi- 
ties," 
This Is, after all, the very crux

moths fly directly west or north, and 
how quickly and far they will spread. 
A better knowledge of the habits of 
this pest should enable tho depart- 
ment to control Us spread. No moths 
are to be let loose where their lib- 
eration could possible add to the nat- 
ural damage. 


The moths are 
already 
showing 
themselves in Virginia and in Mary- 
land, and tho department's agents are 
catching specimens at Portsmouth 'and 
Charlottesville in Virginia, and Hag- 
erstown in Maryland, 
The agents at 


Portsmouth ar« applying a red stain 
to one wing of each specimen caught; 
those at Charlottesvillo a black or 
yellow stain: and those at' Hagerstown 
a violet color. 
Then tho moths are 


left to follow the natural course they 
would havo pursued.

ROME, Sept. 3.—Cardinal Delia Chiesa has been elected pope and will assume the 


name Benedict XV. 


Cardinal Giacono Delia Chiesa, who was today elected pope by the sacred college, 


in succession to Pius X, who died Aug. 20, was created a cardinal May 25, 1914. He 
is the archbishop of Bologna, Italy. 


He was born at Pegli'in the diocese of Genes, Nov. 21, 1854, and was ordained a priest 


December 21, 1878. 
He served as secretary of Nunciature in Spain from 1883 to 1887 


in which year he was appointed secretary to the late Cardinal Rampolla. 


He was appointed substitute secretary of state in 190.1 and in 1907 he was elected 


to the post of adviser to the Holy office. 


In 1907 he was appointed papal nuncio of Madrid in succession to Mgr. Rinaldini 


but this appointment was cancelled three days later. 
This incident had occurred just 


before he was made archbishop of Bologna. When Mgr. Delia Chiesa was given this 
post it was declared in Rome that it was mainly with the object of combatting modern 
religious ideas, Bologna being the' headquarters of the National democratic league, of 
socialistic tendencies, whose members advocated what is known as "modernism" in 
religion. 


It has been 174 years since the last Pope Benedict held the chair of Peter. On his 


election, to the papacy in 1740 Cardinal Prospero Lambertine assumed that title. 


It is an interesting fact that the new pope was Archbishop of Bologna while Pope 


Benedict XIV was born in Bologna.

TO STEADY "WORLD'S STAPLES 
Through the International 
Institute 


of Agriculture, having its headquarters 
at Rome, and at 
which the United 


States and fifty-three other 
nations 


are represented, this country will in- 
vite the power-;, among them all the 
belllKfrenta, to participate in an Inter- 
nationa! assembly with a view to de- 
vising" ways and menus "to steady the 
world's price of staples." 


Such an invitation will be extended 
by authority of a resolution passed by 
the1 house and which is expected short- 
ly to be concurred in by the senate.

President Wilson. 


The purpose sought in this resolu- 


tion is to steady prices by effecting 
an international agreement governing 
freight rates. 
In the report on 
the 


resolution, which was prepared by the 
house committee on foreign 
affairs, 


the statement is made that while sev- 
en-ninths of ocean freight consists of 
bulk traffic, the rates on such business 
Is changed without notice and 
fre- 


quently fluctuates.

ton Anti-trust bill to supplement the 
Sherman law, which will complete the 
administration trust . legislation 
for 


this session of congress, passed, the 
senate yesterday by 46 to 16. 


Seven republican . senators, Brady. 


Clapp, Cummins, Kenyon, Jones, -Nor- 
ris and Perkins, and Senator Poludex- 
ter, progressive, voted for the bill. 


The bill was amended by the senate 


In many particulars and will be sent 
to conference, where the federal trade 
commission bill—first of the anti-trust 
measures—atill is under consideration. 
Heports on both measures are hoped 
for within two weeks. 
Some of the Prohibitions 


The bill provides fines and imprison- 


ment for officers of corporations con- 
victed of offenses against 
the 
truat 


laws; prohibits exclusive and 
tieinj? 


contracts which restrict independence) 
of purchasers; prohibits holding com- 
panies where their effect is to lessen 
competition or create monopoly, and 
makes illegal, two years after the pas- 
sage of the act, interlocking director- 
ates in competing corporations, 
any 


one of which has capital of more than 
$1,000,000. 


It also forbids the interlocking, of 


railroad directors ' with 
corporations 


dealing in securities, railroad supplies 
or contracts, and legalizing: procedure 
In Injunction and contempt cases. 


Sections of the house bill relating, to 


price discrimination and unfair com- 
petition were stricken out in the sen- 
ate. 


Labor, agricultural and horticultural 


organizations not conducted for profit 
are exempted from the provisions re- 
lating to monopoly. 


The maximum penalty fixed for vio- 


lations of the provision preventing ex- 
clusive contracts is $5000, or one year 
imprisonment, or both. The provision 
against holding 'companies would not 
prevent common carriers from acquir- 
ing branch lines where there is no 
substantial competition. 
Interlocking Directorates 


Sections relating to interlocking di- 


rectorates are made effective two years 
after the passage of the act. Direc- 
tors of railroads, under the terms of 
tho bill, cannot be Interlocked 
with 


corporations dealing in securities, rail- 
road supplies or other articles of com- 
merce or contracts for 
construction, 


maintenance, etc., to an amount or 
more than $50,000 in any one year, 
unless purchases are made after com- \ 
petitive bidding, under regulations of 
the Interstate Commerce commission. 


A penalty of two years' 
imprison- 


ment and $25,000 line Is prescribed for 
violation. 


Another provision makes it a felony 


for officials of common carrier corpor- 
ations wilfully to misapply or to per- 
mit misapplication of funds of the cor- 
poration, the penalty : being not less 
than $500 fine or imprisonment for not 
less than one or more than 10 years, 
or both.

"Again tho kindly spirit of 'the na- 


tion was shown by providing special 
trains, even though these trains were 
netdod for the transfer of soldiers and, 
munitions of war, to convey the Amer- 
icana from various parts of Germany 
to ports where passage home could bo 
secured. 
These special trains were 


carefully handled and made as com- 
fortable as the condition of the times 
would permit. At the place of depart-

A better knowledge of the habits of 
this pest should enable the depart- 
ment to control its spread. No moths 
are to be let loose where their lib- 
oration could possible add to the nat- 
ural damage. 


The moths are 
already 
showing 
themselves in Virginia and in Mary- 
land, and the department's agents are 
catching specimens at Portsmouth and 
Charlottesvllle In Virginia, and Hag- 
erstown in Maryland. 
The agents at 


Portsmouth are applying a red stain 
to one wing of each specimen cauzht; 
thoso nt Charlottesvllle a black or 
yellow stain; and thoso at Hagerstown 
a violet color. 
Then the moths are 


left to follow the natural course they 
would have pursued. 


"Look for tho army

with a colored wing during the com- 
ing month," the department's bureau of 
entomology is advising its agents east 
of the Mississippi. 
Any one observ- 


ing a marked specimen will aid in the 
campaign by reporting the fact to the 
bureau of entomology, Washington, D.

New Pontiff 
Will Reign Under the Name of 


Benedict XV—Cardinals O'Connell and Gibbons 
are on Board Canopic and Consequently Did 
Not Participate in Election of New Pope—? 
Reported That Pope Benedict Will Appoint 
Cardinal Domenico Ferrata His Secretary 


" ROME, Sept. 3.—Cardinal Delia Chiesa has been elected pope and will assume the 


name Benedict XV. 


Cardinal Giacono Delia Chiesa, who was today elected pope by the sacred college 


in succession to Pius X, who died Aug. 20, was created a cardinal May 25, 1914, He 
is the archbishop of Bologna, Italy. 


He was bom at Pegli in the diocese of Genes, Nov. 21, 1854, and was ordained a pries 


December 21, -1878. He served as secretary of Nunciature in Spain from 1883 to 188/ 
in which year he was appointed secretary to the late Cardinal Rampolla. 


He was appointed substitute secretary'of state in 1901 and in 1907 he was elected 


to the post of adviser to the Holy office. 


In 1907 he was appointed papal nuncio of Madrid in succession to Mgr. Rinaldin 


but Ihis appointment was cancelled three days later. 
This incident had occurred jus 


before he was made archbishop of Bologna. When Mgr. Delia Chiesa was given thi 
post it was declared in Rome that it was" mainly with the object of combatting moden 
religious ideas, Bologna being the headquarters of the National democratic league, o 
socialistic tendencies, whose members advocated what is known 
as_ "modernism" in 


religion. 


It has been 174 years since the last Pope Benedict held the chair of Peter. On hi 


election to the papacy in 1740 Cardinal Prospero Lambertine assumed that title. 


It is an interesting fact that the new pope was Archbishop of Bologna, while .Pop 


Benedict XIV was born in Bologna.

A better knowledge of the habits of 
this pest should enable the depart- 
ment to control Its spread. No moths 
are to bo lot loose where their lib- 
eration could possible add to the nat-' 
ural damage. 


The moths aro 
already 
showing 


themselves in Virginia and in Mary- 
land and the department's agents are 
catching specimens at Portsmouth and 
Charlnttesvllle in Virginia, and Hag- 
erstown in Maryland. 
The agents at 


Portsmouth are applying a red stain 
to one wins- of each specimen caught- 
those at Charlotlcsvillc a black or 
yellow stain; and thoso at Hagerstown 
a violet color. 
Then the moths are 


loft to follow the natural course thoy 
would have pursued.

Cardinal Giacono Delia Chiesa, who was today elected pope by'the sacred college, 


in succession to Pius X, who died Aug.-20,' was created a cardinal May 25, .-19.14. He' 
is the archbishop of Bologna, Italy.

He was born at Pegli in the diocese of Genes, Nov. 21, 1854, and was ordained a priest 


December 21, 1878. He served as .secretary of Nunciature in Spain from 1883 to 1887, 
in which year he was appointed secretary to the late Cardinal Rampolla. 


He was appointed substitute secretary of.state in 1901 and in 1907 he was elected 


to the post of adviser to,the Holy office.

In 1907 he was appointed papal nuncio of Madrid in succession to Mgr. Rinaldini 


but this appointment was cancelled three days later. 
This incident had occurred just 


before he was made archbishop of Bologna. 
When Mgr. Delia Chiesa was given this 


post it was declared in Rome that it was mainly with the object of combatting modern- 
religious ideas, Bologna being the headquarters of the National democratic' league, of 
socialistic tendencies, whose members advocated what is known as "modernism" in 
religion.

No moths 
aro to be let loose where their lib- 
eration could possible add to the nat- 
ural damage.

themselves In Virginia and in Mary- 
land, and the department's agents are 
catching specimens at Portsmouth and 
Charlottenville In Virginia, ana Hag- 
orstown in Maryland. 
Tho agents at 


Portsmouth are applyinc a red stain 
to ono wlnpr of each specimen caught; 
thoso at Charlottesville a black or 
yellow stain: and those at Hagerstown 
a violet color.
